New York, Feb. 6.— Senator Vest of 
Missouri, is quoted by the Washington 
correspondent of The Tribune as saying 
of the Cuban situation: 
“ Undoubtedly we have no more right 
or power to amend the Cuban constitu­ 
tion by an act of congress than we have 
to do so with the constitution of France 
or any other foreign country. 
W e are 
stopped from this by both the Teller 
resolution and the decision of the sn 
prelim court in the Neely case, declar­ 
ing Cuba to bt' a foreign country. 
"W hen the Cubans adopted a consti­ 
tution aud form a government we are 
solemnly pledged to give them absolute 
independence. 
There is no w ay of our 
getting around this, even if we wanted 
to, because the law directs us what to 
do. 
After we have turned Cuba over to 
the Cubans we then must become pro- 
tector of that country. 
W e must say to 
all the world: 
‘Hands off while Cuba
